Two undesirable types have 
attempted to break into the 
celebration, but neither 
answers to the description of 
an important writer. An old 
blind man yelling something 
about Christian liberty was 
refused admittance upon his 
own refusal to sign the guest 
code, and strange looking 
man with tights and long hair 
was picked up on a traffic 
violation. Both were held out 


of sight of the press and 
visitors, and then later 
released. 


The report is received in 
stark silence. Then, like the 
swiftly swelling circles on a 
tranquil sylvan pond when 
disturbed by some falling 
twig, a murmur of despair 
ripples through the command 
tower. Faces turn pale, and 
fists clutch hopelessly. Oh, 
that such could: be: 
Everything must be called 
off. All is bleak despair. But 
alas, this is not all, for Fate 
has yet another deceit in 
store. Guided by the invisible 
hand of Justice, a despairing 
hand flops down and 
accidently pushes the 
celebration signal button. 

Amidst all the talk of the 
anticipated feats of Mormon 
art and literature it is to be 
wondered if art and literature 
are desired for their own sake 
or if it is merely the idea of 
art and literature that so 
fascinates those engaged in 
the milleniallistic speculation. 
Suspiciously, the adjective to 
artis its commitment to the 
artist. What is the level of 
acceptance for the creative 
genius who does not fit 
neatly into conventional 
expectations? If we had 
Miltons and Shakespeares of 
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our own, would we welcome 
them, or would they always 
be stopped at the perimeters? 
It-.1s. quite. likely . that. a 
modern Mormon Milton who 


honestly explored any of the 


same. subjects as the historical 
Miiton ised sdivoreey 


¢ensorship, personal agency, 


civil disobedience, theology, 
etc., would encounter at least 
a very discouraging sense of 
reproach. 

Many Mormon writers and 
former Mormon writers 
(former writers on Mormon 
subjects and former 
Mormons) suggest that the 
level of tolerance within the 
Church leaves something to 
be desired. This may be the 
essential difference between 
the impoverished Mormon 
literary tradition and a rich 
tradition such as the Jews 
have established. In Jewish 
circles, whatever else an 
individual may be, he is 
always a Jew. A Jew need 
never doubt his relationship 
to his tradition since it. is 
never placed in question any 
more than his relationship to 
the human race is placed in 
question. Thus, there is 
always a vital concern for the 
meaning of the tradition 
regardless of the individual 
perspective. 

In Mormon society almost 
the contrary is normally the 
case. We take very unkindly 
to unorthodox Mormons 
loitering around, and we feel 
it almost an obligation to 
ostracize those who aren’t

“living up”. In the case of 
fatented, sensative, or 
individualistic persons this 


lack of an irrevocable sense of 


belonging can be “great” 
finds its way into nearly 
every. description of desired 
Mormon ast, and by its very 
omnipresefice seems to imply 
that the interest lies not in 
the art itself, but in the praise 
that will accrue to all who 
can associate themselyes with 
it. It is very doubtful that a 
society which views works of 


art primarily as_ publicity 
stunts will ever produce 
anything “‘great’’. 

White Mormons: are 


presently very enamored with 
the idea of art, they are 
uncertain as to the real merit 
of art itself. Is art simply a 
means, or is it part of. the 


end? Many Mormons, for 
example, view art (and 
learning in general) as a 


necessary missionary tool, a 
sort of last chance siren for 
PUTIN S orecabkcatra nt 
intellectuals into the Church. 
From this perspective; art is 
Lisidal 6. 370 Ie" etna nocd 
sophisticated ploy, and the 
sensitive observer is not likely 
to be taken in. Whenever art 
is used for something other 
than its own intrinsic value, 
the net effect, like the intent, 
is dishonest. At. present, 
beliefs in Mormon society 
concerning the inherent 
validity of art run all the way 
from equating it with 
religious experience (as often 
done in the case of Church 
hymns) to the ascetic 
rejection of art altogether (as 
reflected in the austere 
utilitarian architecture of 


LDS chapels during the 
1940’s and 1950’s). 

Before Mormon culture can 
produce significant art or 
become seriously involved 
with art, it must wrestle with 
this..-questren- Tf. art: cas 
regarded only as a catalyst, 
then there will not be and 
should not be much 
commitment to the art itself. 
If, however, art is considered 
as part of the end, that is, as 
an integral part of truth, then 
it may be pursued. with 
sufficient purpose and 
sincerity to produce works of 
lasting value. 

Perhaps, even more 
essential .than Mormonism’s 
committment to quite 
crucial. Art by nature is 
individualistic and innovative, 
and there may never have 
been a sufficient sense of 
tolerance generated within 
Mormon culture to encourage 
those of talent to venture out 
beyond the normal inertial 
confines. 

Until a feeling of the 
unconditional acceptance of 
souls becomes more explicit 
within Mormon society, it is 
unlikely that any significant 
literary tradition will develop 
within the Church. A literary 
tradition may well develop on 
the fringes of the Church or 
outside the Church as it is 
doing now, but that tradition 
can at best only tell a part of 
the story. If Mormon society 
can develop the tolerance to 
keep its own (and not just 
keep after them), and if its 
people come to believe in the 
intrinsic worth of art, then 
Mormons, like Jews, may well 
become people of the Book.

ancient orient culture 
surrounded by a wall which 
entrapped the mysteries of 
centuries. Behind the barrier 
lay shrouded countless 
undiscovered wonders of an 
advanced civilization, of 
which the intrepid traveler 
later wrote. Among the 
wonders of Cathay recorded 
by Marco Polo was the 
established practice of digging 
a black rock out of the 
mountains, which was burned 
for fuel. This: Chinese 
discovery of coal, as early as 
100 B.C., was a response to 
the growing exhaustion of the 
only other ancient energy 
reserve... wood. As history 
repeats itself, it shouldn’t 
surprise us today, some 2000 
years later, that man again 
looks to the same mysterious 
black rock in anticipation of 
a modern worldwide energy 
crisis. 

The problem today is not 
in finding the mineral which 
exists in enormous quantities 
beneath the nation’s surface. 
The problem, rather, is the 
utilization of this deposit to 
its greatest potential. A group 
of BYU researchers is in the 
process of discovering how to 
make possible the utilization 


ck gold 


of this vast unappreciated 
resource, which comprizes 88 
per cent of the country’s 
latent energy reserves. “The 
United States has more coal 
than the Arabs have oil,” 
according to Dr. L. Douglas 
Smoot, professor and 
chairman of the Chemical 
Engineering Department, 
where the research is under 
way. 

Geologists tell us known 
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deposits of natural gas could 
feasibly supply the nation’s 
energy needs for 15 years. 
Petroleum might extend that 
mark by another 20 years. 
Coal, however, would easily 
feed the national power 
consumption for an estimated 
500 years, with an immense 
untapped reserve of near 
three and a half trillion tons 
of the newly appreciated 
black gold. 

Of course, coal has been 
used in power production for 
hundreds of years. It powered 
the great industrial revolution 
of England, it almost 
exclusively fueled the massive 
war machine of' Nazi 
Germany, and it was one of 
the first energy sources to be 
used 
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production. But, with the 
changes of the early 20th 
century came the refining of 
petroleum on a large scale, 
and the burning of natural gas 
and oil became economically 
popular. Not only were these 
fuels cheaper, but also cleaner 
and less polluting than coal. 

Thus, petroleum and 
natural gas won acceptance as 
the global store of energy. 
And not until recently, has 
the United States realized 
that these supplies are 
gradually disappearing 
nationally and another energy 
reserve must be tapped. 

It was during the 1930’s 
embroiled in the tumult of 
war, that the engineers of

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Training with the pros

A steady stance, an overt 
determination, and a sudden 
surge of energy sets 265 lbs 
of muscle running for the 
play.

football. But, he says there is 
a big difference between the 
glory. of the pros and what 
really goes on in the training 


camps. 
An amiable 6-5 1/2, 
Linford is back at BYU 


studying and working out 
three to four hours a day for 
the coming season: 
Completing his degree in 
recreational education, he 
enjoys working with kids and 
gives seminars and firesides to 
youth groups all over the 
valley. 

Af. tetera 1 3-w-ee k 
all-expense-paid vacation, 
Linford has the firsthand 
inside view of pro football 
training camps. He was first 
drafted by the Baltimore 
Colts, where he spent seven 
weeks. Then, he was traded 
to the Green Bay Packers for 
two weeks, and then the New 
York Giants for one week. He 
spent one week with a team 
from Regina, Saskatchewan 
and two weeks at the end of 
October with a team from 
Hamilton, Ontario in Canada. 

When asked if going to pro 
Camp. 1s. a triphtenins 
experience, Linford. didn’t 
hesitate to answer, “Yes.” He 
says he has always admired 
the pros and read about them 
and watched them on T.V.; 
so when he got to the training 


camp he thought, ‘““Wow! Can 
I honestly play with these 
guys?” 

Training camp is also scary 
because the rookie is always 
concerned about competition 
for positions and he doesn’t 
know anybody. Linford says 
it’s easy to spot a veteran ora 
rookie player. “It’s like the 
kid from Beverly Hills going 
to a school in Harlem,” he 
explains. He says the veterans 
are  DOLsterous. amd 
self-confident, and the 
rookies are quiet—“‘Kind of 
like a kid going to a new 
school.” 

Held at universities, all of 
the training camps _ that 
Linford attended were 
two-a-day camps, which 
meant that they had two hard 
workouts a day. “Training 
camp for pro football is 
worse than bootcamp for the 
Army,” he exclaims. “‘In fact, 
it can be rated in the same 
class as a prison camp!” 

The schedule at a pro 
training camp is rigorous. 
They begin at 7:15 a.m. with 
a hearty breakfast. The 
‘“‘rookies’’? have to hurry 
eating because they are the 
first to get their ankles and 
bruises taped up. At 9:00 
a.m., they start practice in 
which they use almost every’ 
muscle. Linford declares, “I 
was stiff for a solid week 
before I got used to it!” 

After three hours of hard 
workout, the pros take a 
break for lunch, which 
usually begins at 12:30 p.m. 
At 2:00 p.m., they are back 
to the playing field for a 
short “meeting”? where they 
discuss the new secret plays 
and have another three-hour 
practice. 

Around 5:45 p.m., they 
quit football practice for the 
day; and at 6:15 p.m., they 
are rewarded with dinner. At 
7:00 p.m., the pros are back 
at work in the classroom for 


meetings until 10:30 p.m. 
And, at 11:00 p.m., it’s lights 
out. 

They follow this same 
schedule every day except 
Sunday. ‘“‘On Sundays,” 
Linford says, “we got the 
morning off; so we only had 
one workout, which was in 
the afternoon.” This allowed 
him to attend his morning 
church meetings. 

Linford says it’s a tough 
schedule to follow and one 
might wonder how the coach 
gets some of the veteran 
$100,000 a year players to 
cooperate. He chuckles. ‘‘The 
punishment system of the 
training camp is not an extra 
200 pushups. It is based on 
fines.” If you’re not in bed 
by 11 p.m., it is a $500 fine. 
If you’re late, it’s a $100 for 
the first minute and $100 for 
every minute after that. 
“But,” Linford maintains, 
“the fines were pretty scarce 
unless there was an accident.” 

During the first two days-of 
a camp, an overweight player 
is given a chance to get down 
to his proper weight. If he 
doesn’t, he is dealt a $10 per 
pound per day fine. Linford 
remembers one offensive 
tackle that was 15 Ibs. 
overweight, who used to wear 
a kind of plastic suit during 
the practice that made his 
body sweat off about 13 Ibs. 
Needless to say, this tackle 
had reached his weight goal 
within the two days. 

The worst fine is when a 
player looses his playbook, 
which is a $5,000 fine and is 
used more as a threat than 


action taken. 


The fines don’t really help 
the football team or its 
owner. All of the fines are 
donated to a charity. Linford 
obeyed all of the rules and 
never had to pay any fines. 
He exclaims, “I couldn’t 
afford it!” 

Linford says the food. at 
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pro football training camps 
is pretty tasty. At Baltimore, 
they feasted on steaks, milk, 
vegetables, and all the bread, 
pie, cake, and ice cream that 


_they wanted. 


“Every training camp has a 
skinny man’s table and a fat 
man’s table,” commented 
Linford. “The skinny man’s 
table has the regular meal 
with all the pie, cake, and ice 
cream you can eat; and,” he 
continues, “the fat man’s 
table consists of green salad.” 
Linford says after he had 
been at the camp for a few 
days, everyone adjusted and 
got to be good buddies; and 
the most enjoyable time of 
the day was when they all sat 
down to eat together.

Accommodating about sixty 
players, the pro teams will 
draft about sixteen and the 
rest are “‘walk-ons” or free 
agents who are trying out. 
Out of the sixty. originals, 
only five or so will make the 
team permanently. 

When he played for the 
Baltimore Colts, he made the 
cuts up to the eighth week. 
Then, he was traded to the 
Green Bay Packers and the 
Giants, where he made all the 
cuts except the 
Players have mixed reactions 
when they are cut. Linford 
says one of his roommates 
was really homesick and 
when he found that that he 
was cut he let out a big “war 
hoop” because he would be 
sent home. But others feel 
thie. shat, sit 20 Sa-0O8 
disappointment. 

For those who are cut, the 
training camps are not lost 
time. “The more training 
camps you have, the more 
important of a player you 
become,” Linford maintains. 
“Veteran experience is very 
important in the NFL.” Next 
year, he plans to play for 
Atlanta. 

Out of the seniors of the 
Y’s 1974 team, only four 
others besides Linford still 
plan to play pro ball this 
coming season. Larry Carr 
and Lloyd Fairbanks made 
the Callgary Stampeders, and 
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Paul Linford works out in the weight room at BYU. He 
works out three to four hours everyday—a small lot in 
comparison with the workouts he had this summer with 


the pros. 


Wayne Baker made the San 
Francisco Forty-Niners. Gary 
Shiede was cut from the 
Cincinnati Bengals, but he 
plans to try out for the Jets. 

Out of all-the coaches he 
worked with, Linford’s 
favorite is Bart Starr. ““He was 
a great coach—honest, fair, 
and sincere: Linford 
remembers one time Bart 
Starr was telling a joke which 
involved one cuss word, and 
all of the players gave the 
coach a bad time because it 
was the first time they had 
ever heard him swear. 

The physical workout at 
pro camp is. tough, -but 
leaving a new bride at home 
in Utah is the worst kind of 
long-distance training. 
Linford reflects, “My favorite 
part of the day was when | 
£0. t-On ma Kee at: hast 
long-distance call to my 
wife.” He also filled up those 
extra moments by reading the 
Book of Mormon. By the end 
Ol His-traimins camp: 
experience, he had read the 
entire book. He says it helped 
him to forget the everyday 
tensions of the camp. 

Another new and one of 


the most trying experiences 
for Linford was to be third 
string while the veterans 
played the game. “It’s hard to 
sit on the sidelines when I 
know that I could play the 
game just as good or better 
than those who were 
playing,’ he declared. But 
next year, because of the 
experience of last year’s 
training camps, he hopes to 
get more chances to play. 

Straight is the way, and 
narrow is that gate, and few 
there be that make it is 
especially true when trying to 
break into pro football. But, 
Paul Linford has a summer 
full of training camps and 
some good experience. He’s 
talented and determined and 
is one rookie to watch this 
coming season.

For 35 years Rod Kimball 
has been treating everything 
from sprained ankles, to sore 


backs and given helpful 
advice to thousands of 
athletes who: have 


participated in intercollegiate 
athletics at BYU. For his 
services, Kimball was named 
to the Athletic Trainers Hall 
of Fame in 1975, an honor 
which he places high on his 
list of accomplishments. 

Over the years Kimball has 
seen numerous injuries and 
explains why he does not 
always rush onto the playing 
field. “If. you see the injury 
happen, he ‘says, you 
normally can tell what you 
might be faced with. 

“*t remember a_ baseball 
player who was taken out on 
a double play and turned a 
flip in the air before landing 
flat on his back. It took him 
five minutes to decide he 
wasn’t dead and could still 
walk if he tried.” 

“Rod,” as he is referred to 
by the athletes, retired last 
year as he reached the age of 
mandatory retirement.

In front of Craig sits a small 
television camera trained on 
two pieces of white tape in a 
cross pattern over a dark 
background. The computer 
helps. Craig ‘‘see’’ those 
horizontal and vertical lines 
by stimulating the same 
pattern on his brain. 

Dr. Dobelle eventually 
hopes to develop a system 
whereby. a Similar, but 
miniaturized TV camera can 
be placed in the eye socket, 
transmitting impulses to a 
tiny computer mounted in a 
pair of eye glasses. That 
computer would translate the 
impulses into messages that 
might be displayed on an 
electrode field with as many 
as 250 points. There, pictures 
comparable to a crude black 
and white TV picture would 
hopefully be formed, 
allowing the blind person to 
“see” objects well enough to 
provide unassisted mobility. 

“We could put the camera 
in the eye socket right now” 


explains Dr. Dobelle, “but 
were years away from the 
artificial eye. There are too 
many unexpected obstacles.” 
Dr. Michael G. Mladejovsky, a 
U of U. computer scientist 
who designed and built the 
computer system that 
processes the visual data and 
controls the electrodes, is 
optimistic concerning the 
mini-computer. He says that 
if all the design problems can
